AFTER THIRTY YEARS... 


Thirty years ago, Mr. Frank Mark, who was 
then President of the Nursing Association asked 
me to take the position of Public Health and School 
Nurse. I did so reluctantly, feeling that it might not 
work our very well. I told him that I would try it for 
a while and I kept trying for thirty years. I have 
been deeply rewarded by the interest of the work 
and my contacts with patients of all ages. 


The-cooperation of the Board of the Nursing 
Association, the Sunapee School Board, School per- 
sonnel, Selectmen, hospitals, doctors and dentists 
has been greatly appreciated. Dr. John Monro, who 
lived in Sunapee for many years, took a great inter- 
est in the work, helped formulate policies for the 
school health program and was always helpful with 
advice and suggestions. 


I have seen many changes in nursing over the 
years. During the first five years, home deliveries 
were fairly common and though time consuming, 
were always most satisfying. Sometimes the baby 
arrived before the doctor but fortunately all thrived 
and many of them are still living in Sunapee with 
children of their own. Mothers were kept in bed 
longer then and bed blocks were used to raise the 
bed to make it easier for the nurse to care for her. 
This was fine until one night when we had an earth- 
quake tremor and the poor frightened mother was 
not going to stay in that bed and did not. More pa- 


tienst were cared for in the home and in studying 


past records I found several cases who had to have 
hypodermic injections two or three times a day for 
weeks. 


There is a great deal done today for the health 
of infants, even before birth—pre-school and school 
children—with clinics including those for doctor’s 
examinations, immunizations, dental work and men-

TOWN OF SUNAPEE 


The year 1970, Sunapee’s 203rd, was quite an 
active one. In this report you will see that several 
changes have taken place. First of all, the people at 
Town Meeting granted the Planning Board powers 
to establish subdivision regulations for our Town. 
These have been completed and seem to be working 
quite well. 


The Police Department having its own cruiser 
and one full-time man plus the Chief being full-time 
has proven to be an asset to our Town. A room in 
the Town building was refinished for their use. In 
the near future heat will also be added to this room. 
Equipment for their office is also on its way. This 
equipment was acquired by matching funds. 


Several land developments are under way in our 
Town and each proves to be a great help for our 
economic growth. We have several projects facing 
us that will be costly, among them are sewer, water 
and schools. By the year 1975 we will be required 
by state regulations to do something about the open 
burning at the town dump. Your selectmen have 
been looking into this situation and there seem to 
be a couple of solutions. One could be the incinera- 
tor type of complex, the other would be a land fill 
operation. 


Legislation is being entered in this term of the 
N.H. General Court by the Water Pollution Board 
asking for funds for our eligible portion of the sew- 


er project. The amount they are asking for is rough- 
ly 1,300,000. dollars. By eligible portions we mean 
to say this part of the project the government will 
help us with. 


The water project stands about as it was a year 
ago at this time. There may be some funds forth- 
coming. To ease the population growth at the school 
two more portable classrooms are hoped to be ad- 
ded. | 


The Ben Mere project to acquire this land for the 
Town of Sunapee through private donations and 
Federal Grants for a recreational facility is about to 
be completed. 


The readjustment of land frontage and property 
values have kept us quite busy all during the year. 
The Tax Commissioners ruled on several parcels 
and still have more to do. 


In closing, we wish to than all heads of depart- 
ments for their fine cooperation and assistance. This, 
your selectmen really appreciate, it helps us to carry 
out our duties more easily. Any help or suggestions 
for our common effort would be most welcomed.

REPORT OF WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


Our welfare budget shows an overdraft of 
$33.57. We are asking for an appropriation of 
$2,500. As with many other towns and cities, we 
are feeling an economic pinch in the area and as a 
result, there are more families requiring help. This 
is particularly true of elderly persons who are living 
on small Social Security checks. 


The Sunapee Board of Selectmen signed a con- 
tract with Sullivan County this past year to provide 


~ surplus government foods for Sunapee residents. 


The only cost to the town from Sullivan County is 
for the transportation of the foods. 


I have asked Mrs. Joseph Hill and Mrs. Albert 
Putonen to help me to administer this surplus foods 
program. They are now in the office six days each 
week and are available to help persons with the 
filing out of forms necessary and with the necessary 
documenattion as required. They also prepare the 
foods for distribution. The two women spend at 
least one full day per month on their duties in this 
line. Mrs. Putonen was paid $2.00 an hour for her 
help and Mrs. Hill was compensated in her regular 
pay as secretary to the selectmen. 


Since the program started in August, 1970, we 
have served 17 families with a total of 76 persons. 
Some families have applied because of illness and 
others have applied because they have been unable 
to find enmployment. Some have returned to work 
and are no longer receiving surplus foods. 


I wish to take this time to personally thank 
Mrs. Hill and Mrs. Putonen for their help with this 
program and the manner in which they have done 
their jobs.

From December 1, 1969 to November 30, 
1970, the Fire Department answered a total of 25 
alarms of which 20 were in the town of Sunapee. In 
addition to this there were 4 brush fires. 

It is hoped that work will soon be completed 
on the additional pump on the Tanker Truck with 
money that was appropriated during the past year. 

The Engineers will shortly start working on 
specifications for a new fire engine to replace Engine 
1 which will reach the maximum approval age of 
20 years in 1973. We hope to get voter-approval for 
this engine at the March Town Meeting in 1972. 

The department will also be working on plans 
for its Centennial Celebraion set for the summer of 
1973.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


During this past year, the public has shown a 
great deal of cooperation in the prevention of fires. 
We wish to express our thanks for a job well done. 

Your Forest Fire Warden’s job woud be easier 
if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires, a synopsis of these 
laws follow. 


Fire Permits 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in 
or near woodland anytime the ground is not covered 
with snow. This includes household waste burning, 
even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash 
as well as brush burning (such burning is restricted 
by regulation to be prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 
5 P.M.). 


An Air Pollution regulation forbids the burn- 
ing of household waste in towns where such rubbish 
is collected by the town. 


Exceptions 
Commercial or Industrial burning is allowed un- 
der normal conditions with permission of the Dis- 


trict Fire Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your 
own property with permission of the Fire Warden. 
On another’s property with written permission of 
the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. 
The Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous 
‘area. Permits for cooking fires in the White Moun- 
tain National Forest can be obtained from the La- 
conia Office or at the Ranger Statons. Permits are 
not required in public camp or picnic grounds where 
fireplaces have been built for this purpose.

PLANNING BOARD 

The Town voted to authorize the Planning 
Board to adopt Subdivision Regulations. 

We had two or more meetings every month 
and spent long hours in search of the best regula- 
tions for the Town of Sunapee. We had guests from 
other Planing Boards and many subdivision regula- 
tions of other towns. We finally drafted a proposed 
set of regulations which we presented to Mr. Blake 
from the Department of Economic Resources and 
Mr. Duncan, our legal council, from which we re- 
ceived advise and corrected our proposed regula- 
tions. 

We presented them to the Town on July 21, 
1970, at 8:00 P.M. at an open hearing in the gym. 
We had approximately 58 people in attendance. 

Through much discussion and on consideration 
of suggestions and proposals we revised our regula- 
tions. 

July 28th we had an open meeting for the pub- 
lic in the Selectmen’s Room and discussed the re- 
visions. 

August 3rd we were presented with proposed 
amendments from the Selectmen for our considera- 
tion. 

August 11th we had another meeting to discuss 
and correlate all suggestions and changes. 

We finally accepted our present Subdivision 
Regulations, they were printed, notifications sent 
ou they were to be in effect September 1, 1970 and 
circulated. 

We are sure that as they are applied there is 


more improvement needed, but as we are still very 
much in the beginning stage this should be con- 
sidered. 

We sent letters to all subdividers requesting 
they send us a pian of all present subdivisions.

Classroom Space 


The progress and status of a permanent solution 
to school space requiremenst are covered in the 
Report to the School Board. 


Present enrollments and lack of classroom space 
to adequately care for them have caused us to rec- 
ommend some temporary solutions. The size of the 
juior high grades has made it necessary to go from 
one to two division. To fill this added space need 
and to better provide for the number in the elemen- 
tary grades, it is recommended that two additional 
portable classrooms be obtained. These would be 
located in the same area as the existing one. They 
would provide needed relief for several years as we 
continue to grapple with the best solution for a 
major building program. 


Staff 


Last year’s budget reduction resulted in giving up 
physical education and art, and reducing the music 
service. It was possible to restore part-time art in- 
struction as a result of private contributions. 


The proposed budget includes funds for re-instat- 
ing the physical education and continuing the art 
position with public funds. To better meet both the 
numerical and curricula needs for the junior high 
grades, funds for an additional teacher are included. 
These are very important, formative years in a stu- 
dent's progress and we need to improve the present 
instructional pattern at this level to provide a better 
foundation for Senior High School.

SUNAPEE SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The School Board is still seeking answers to the 
question put to the Board more than a year ago by 
voters regarding overcrowding of the present school 
facilities. To continue the report given last year, we 
submit the following: 

Temportary measures to alleviate the situation 
have been recommended by the School Board in an 
Article in the Warrant to purchase two used por- 
table classrooms at a considerable savings in money. 
This should give us the necessary room for 1971 
and 1972, but if the population trend continues as 
the last five years indicate, other steps will be re- 
quired. 

The School Board has met with several groups in 
the last year to explain the growing need and prob- 
lems faced by an expanding school system. This is a 
town problem and it has been our thought to have 
the whole town share in helping the Board reach 
the right conclusions. 

One obstacle which should be resolved first is 
the need for an adequate sewer system that would 
be acceptable to the Board of Health. It would be a 
waste of money to build an additional school before 
the town installs its inevitable sewer system. The 
cost of an independent sewer system for a school 
would be extremely expensive to build and maintain. 

The Town wisely purchased last year the Long 
View Terrace property for future school needs. The 
Board feels that our need for a new school will be- 
come more apparent as time goes by and we will 
try to reflect the best interest of the Town in this and 
all relating matters.
